FOR  THE  QUARTER  ENDED 

31st  march,  1934. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

1.  A considerable  increase  in  the  mortality  statistics  was  recorded  during  the  past  quarter,  the 
total  death-rate  being  14-0  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  10-7  in  the  previous  quarter,  and  9-7 
in  the  September  quarter.  The  rate  for  the  past  quarter  is,  however,  slightly  less  than  that  for  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  last  year  (14-5).  The  increase  during  the  past  quarter  is,  to  some  extent,  due 
to  the  larger  number  of  deaths  registered  from  influenza  and  acute  lung  affections. 

2.  The  lowest  total  death-rates  during  the  quarter  occurred  in  the  Seaham  Harbour  (9-5)  and 
Stanhope  (9-6)  urban  districts  and  in  the  Hartlepool  (7-5)  and  Stockton  (10-6)  rural  districts  ; while 
the  districts  with  the  highest  mortality  statistics  were  the  Jarrow  (18'8)  and  Washington  (18'4)  urban 
districts  and  the  Lanchester  (16-0)  and  Weardale  (15-6)  rural  districts. 

3.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  during  the  past  quarter  the  total  death-rates  in  the  Annfleld  Plain, 
Crook,  and  Tanfield  urban  districts,  and  in  the  South  Shields  and  Weardale  rural  districts,  exceeded 
the  birth-rates  for  those  districts. 

4.  A slight  decrease  was  recorded  in  the  death-rate  from  the  principal  infective  diseases  during 
the  past  quarter,  the  rate  being  0-69  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  0-71  in  the  preceding  quarter. 
Scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  measles  were  again  responsible  for  the  majority  of  the  deaths  in  this 
group  of  diseases. 

5.  Another  unsatisfactory  feature  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  past  quarter  is  the  increase  in 
the  infant  mortality  rate,  which  was  104  per  1,000  births  registered,  compared  with  83  in  the  previous 
quarter,  and  101  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year.  This  increase  is  largely  due  to  a higher 
mortality  amongst  children  under  one  year  of  age  from  acute  lung  afl’ections,  which  occurred  during 
the  quarter.  The  districts  with  the  highest  rates  were  the  Crook  (235)  and  BilUngham  (161)  urban 
districts  and  the  South  Shields  (167)  and  Houghton  (143)  rural  districts. 

6.  The  birth-rate  for  the  quarter  was  18-2  per  1,000  population,  and  is  higher  than  the  rates  for  the 
two  immediately  preceding  quarters,  and  also  for  that  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year  (17'9). 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


7.  Although  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  from  2,467  in 
the  previous  quarter  to  2,288  during  the  past  quarter,  this  disease  continued  prevalent  throughout 
the  county  for  the  whole  of  the  quarter.  Thirty-seven  deaths  occurred  during  the  quarter,  compared 
with  33  in  the  previous  quarter,  the  case  mortality  rate  being  1'62  per  cent.,  compared  with  T34  per 
cent.  The  highest  mortality  occurred  in  the  Annfield  Plain  Urban  District  (5)  and  the  Lanchester 
Rural  District  (7),  the  case  mortality  rates  being  respectively  6-03  per  cent,  and  4-90  per  cent. 

8.  A decrease  was  also  recorded  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  the  number 
notified  during  the  past  quarter  being  469,  compared  with  524  in  the  preceding  quarter.  It  will  be 
seen  from  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  report  that  cases  were  reported  from  practically  every  sanitary 
district  in  the  administrative  county.  A slight  decrease  was  also  recorded  in  the  number  of  deaths 
registered  from  26  in  the  previous  quarter  to  24  during  the  past  quarter  ; the  case  mortality  rates  being 
4-97  per  cent,  and  5-12  per  cent,  respectively.  The  highest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  Annfield 
Plain  Urban  District  (6),  the  case  mortaUty  rate  being  10-34  per  cent. 

9.  A considerable  increase  was  recorded  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  enteric  fever  during 
the  past  quarter,  the  number  of  cases  reported  being  91,  compared  with  11  in  the  preceding  quarter. 
Of  the  total  cases  notified  85  were  reported  from  the  north-west  area  of  the  administrative  county, 
70  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  Lanchester  Rural  District.  The  outbreak  was  investigated  and  appro- 
priate steps  taken  to  limit  the  spread  of  infection.  Two  medical  officers  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
visited  the  district,  and  a conference  was  held  with  the  Lanchester  Joint  Hospital  Board  in  one  of  whose 
hospitals  the  outbreak  originated.  No  cases  have  been  reported  since  the  week  ended  the  17th  March. 
Five  deaths  were  registered  compared  with  3 in  the  previous  quarter. 

10.  There  were  15  notifications  of  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  29  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia, 
compared  with  2 and  33  respectively  in  the  previous  quarter.  During  the  quarter  17  cases  were  admitted 
to  hospitals  under  the  county  scheme  ; the  services  of  consultants  were  utilised  in  9 cases,  and  the 
services  of  the  emergency  nurse  were  requisitioned  in  2 cases. 

11.  The  number  of  notifications  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  received  during  the  quarter  was 
31,  compared  with  22  in  the  preceding  quarter.  In-patient  hospital  treatment  under  the  county  scheme 
was  provided  in  respect  of  one  case. 

12.  The  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  cerebro  spinal  fever  received  was  5,  or  3 less  than  in 
the  previous  quarter.  Three  deaths  were  registered,  which  is  the  same  as  in  the  previous  quarter. 

13.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  measles  was  48,  compared  with  35  in  the  previous 
quarter  ; while  the  deaths  from  whooping  cough  numbered  23,  compared  with  14  in  the  previous  quarter. 
Diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  two  years  of  age  was  responsible  for  24  deaths,  compared  with  53  in  the 
preceding  quarter.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

17.  During  the  past  quarter  tuberculous  disease  was  reported  on  113  premises,  and  on  inspection 
disease  was  found  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  to  exist  on  95  of  these  premises.  The  total  number 
of  animals  examined  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  was  3,071,  and  of  these  26  were  reported  to  be  suffer- 
ing from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  1 giving  tuberculous  milk  ; 3 suffering  from  tuberculous  emaciation, 
and  66  as  having  chronic  cough  and  showing  definite  clinical  signs  of  tuberculosis.  The  total  number 
of  animals  slaughtered  on  account  of  tuberculosis  was  96,  and  it  was  found  on  post-mortem  examina- 
tion that  31  had  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  1 giving  tuberculous  milk  and  showing  lesions  of  tuberculosis, 
3 tuberculous  emaciation,  and  61  proved  to  be  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis.  Of  the  total 
animals  inspected,  1,360  were  cows  in  milk  ; of  these  93  were  reported  as  diseased,  and  the  presence  of 
disease  was  confirmed  in  78  cases  by  post-mortem  examination.  During  the  three  months  9 samples 
of  milk  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  5 of  which  were  found  to  be  positive. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

18.  During  the  past  quarter  the  Veterinary  Ofiicers  visited  1,301  farms  and  examined  14,207 
animals  in  the  course  of  their  routine  work  under  the  above  Order,  as  a result  of  which  46  animals  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  were  accordingly  slaughtered.  Of  these  slaughtered 
animals  39  were  cows  in  milk.  On  post-mortem  examination  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  was  found  to 
exist  in  20  cases,  the  remainder  being  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis.  These  46  animals  are 
included  in  the  total  number  shown  as  having  been  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.

(8)  OCCUPATIONAL  TREATMENT  OF  DURHAM  COUNTY  TUBERCULOUS  EX- 
SERVICE  MEN. — There  was  one  tuberculous  ex-service  man  admitted  to  Preston  Hall  Training 
Colony,  Aylesford,  Kent,  during  the  quarter  ; none  were  transferred  to  the  Settlement,  and  two  were 
receiving  treatment  on  the  31st  March.  No  cases  were  awaiting  admission  to  the  Colony  on  31st  March,

(12)  ATTENDANCES  AT  DISPENSARIES. — The  number  of  attendances  at  the  dis- 
pensaries during  the  quarter  was  6,357,  as  against  5,819  in  the  preceding  quarter,  and  the  number  of 
persons  who  attended  the  dispensaries  was  3,386,  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  preceding  quarter 
being  3,226. 


(13)  VISITS  TO  PATIENTS.— 5,053  visits  have  been  made  by  the  health  visitors  to  patients 
during  the  quarter. 

(14)  VISITS  TO  EX-SERVICE  MEN. — 257  visits  have  been  made  by  the  health  visitors 
during  the  quarter. 
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(15)  UNDER  SUPERVISION. — 5,207  patients  were  under  supervision  on  tEe  31st  March, 
including  355  ex-service  men. 

(16)  TREATMENT  RECOMMENDED. — A list  of  all  cases  recommended  sanatorium, 
dispensary  and  other  forms  of  treatment  during  the  quarter  will  be  submitted,  and  I shall  be  glad  if  your 
Committee  wdll  approve  such  recommendations. 

(17)  DEATHS. — 177  deaths  from  tuberculosis  have  been  reported  since  the  date  of  my 
last  quarterly  report,  viz.  : Pulmonary,  87  males  and  69  females  ; Non-Pulmonary,  13  males  and  8 
females. 


(18)  LOCUM  TENENS  FOR  SUMMER  HOLIDAYS.— I recommend  the  appointment 
of  a locum  tenens  during  the  summer  holidays  of  the  district  tuberculosis  medical  officers  from  1st 
June  to  30th  September,  at  a salary  at  a rate  not  exceeding  £500  per  annum,  with  travelling  expenses 
in  addition  on  the  County  Scale. 

(19)  SUPPLY  OF  ARTIFICIAL  LIMB. — Case  No.  39987  {Consett). — This  patient  requires 
an  artificial  limb  (leg)  which  will  cost  £14  8s.  Od.  He  is  w'ilUng  to  contribute  £2  Os.  Od.  towards  the 
cost,  and  I recommend  that  the  remainder,  viz.,  £12  8s.  Od.,  be  defrayed  by  the  County  Council. 

(20)  SUPPLY  OF  ARTIFICIAL  LIMB. — Case  No.  44944  [J arrow). — This  patient  requires 
an  artificial  hmb  (left  leg)  which  will  cost  £17  11s.  Od.  She  is  willing  to  contribute  £10  Os.  Od.  towards 
the  cost,  and  I recommend  that  the  remainder,  viz.,  £7  11s.  Od.,  be  defrayed  by  the  County  Council. 

(21)  SUPPLY  OF  ARTIFICIAL  LIMB. — Case  No.  36214  {East  Boldon). — This  patient 
requires  an  artificial  limb  (left  leg)  which  will  cost  £18  18s.  Od.  I have  gone  carefully  into  the  patient’s 
financial  circumstances  and  find  she  is  unable  to  contribute  anything  towards  the  cost.  I therefore 
recommend  that  the  cost,  viz.,  £18  18s.  Od.,  be  defrayed  by  the  County  Council. 

(22)  SUPPLY  OF  CLOTHING  TO  NECESSITOUS  PATIENT  IN  AN  INSTITUTION. 
— Case  No.  47324  {Bishop  Auckland). — This  patient  required  certain  clothing.  As  she  was  in  very 
poor  circumstances  I instructed  the  matron  to  supply  the  necessary  articles  at  a cost  of  £3  17s.  2d. 
I shall  be  glad  if  your  Committee  will  confirm  my  action.

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

21.  The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  reports  as  follows  ; —

ments. One  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  M.  Hays,  the  other  lapsed,  owing  to  the 
decision  to  decrease  the  staff,  as  the  tuberculosis  visiting  in  Darlington  was  taken  over  by  the  County 
Borough  Authority.

(2)  Children  Acts,  1908-32. — 79  cases  were  under  supervision,  and  181  visits  were  paid  during 
the  quarter.

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(3)  There  were  37  cases  of  discharging  eyes  in  the  practice  of  midwives  and  14  of  these  were 
subsequently  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

Two 
of  these  cases  were  subsequently  notified  as  puerperal  fever  and  7 as  puerperal  pyrexia.  The  services 
of  consultants  were  requisitioned  twice  in  1 case,  2 received  in-patient  hospital  treatment,  and  the 
services  of  the  emergency  nurse  were  utilised  in  2 cases.

(9)  The  midwife  at  Shotton  Colliery  is  still  off  duty  ill. 

(10)  Midwife  No.  52494  has  been  granted  an  extension  of  sick  leave  without  salary  and  the 
arrangements  made  for  Midwife  No.  82865  to  act  as  locum  have  been  continued. 

(11)  A course  of  lectures  was  given  to  midwives  during  March  by  Dr.  Annie  McCall,  London ; 
Dr.  J.  C.  Spence,  Newcastle  ; and  Miss  Margaret  Morris. 

(12)  The  Superintendent  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  reports  that  there  are  123  mid- 
wives practising  under  district  nursing  associations,  and  that  their  duties  have  been  carried  out  satis- 
factorily and  the  equipment  found  in  good  order.  She  also  reports  that  5 resignations  have  been 
received  from  whole-time  midwives,  and  5 appointments  have  been  made  to  fill  these  vacancies.

(1)  Portions  of  the  following  rivers  and  streams  have  been  inspected  : — Alwent  Beck,  Coal- 
ford  Beck,  Derwent,  Tees,  Wear,  Teams,  Gaunless,  Browney,  Deerness,  Cong  Burn,  Old  Durham  Beck, 
Pittington  Beck,  Rowletch  Burn,  Dipton  Beck,  Pont  Burn,  Sacriston  Beck,  Dene  Beck,  Coundon  Beck, 
Stanley  Burn,  Bradley  Burn,  Barlow  Burn,  Blaydon  Burn,  Stella  Gut,  Hetton  Burn,  Medomsley  Beck, 
East  Howie  Beck,  Tursdale  Beck,  Coxhoe  Beck,  Crook  Beck,  Watergate  Burn,  Bowburn  Beck,  Heathery 
Clough  Burn,  Croxdale  Beck,  Bishopton  Beck,  and  Stilhngton  Beck. 
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(2)  A large  number  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  county  have  been  inspected  during 
the  past  quarter.  Owing  to  the  condition  of  and  to  the  complaints  received  regarding  the  Moores 
Burn,  Rainton  Burn,  Sedgeletch  Burn,  and  Herrington  Burn,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  these 
streams.  Where  pollution  by  crude  sewage  and  partially  treated  sewage  was  observed,  it  was  reported 
to  the  officials  concerned.  Pollution  by  sewage  was  observed  at : Skerne  Bridge,  Stone  Bridge,  Sedge- 
letch, Flint  Mill,  Glebe  Farm,  Stella  Crossings,  Lambton,  Sedgefield,  Ooxhoe,  and  Tudhoe  Wood. 

(3)  Pollution  from  gasworks,  by-product  works,  chemical  works,  tar  and  coking  plants,  and 
sand  and  gravel  works,  has  been  observed  in  the  following  streams  ; Moores  Burn,  Sedgeletch  Beck, 
Herrington  Burn,  Old  Durham  Beck,  Gaunless,  Bowburn  Beck,  Tursdale  Beck,  Murton  Beck,  and 
Crook  Beck.  The  pollution  of  the  last  mentioned  beck  arose  from  gas  works  liquors  gaining  access 
to  the  stream,  and  also  hquors  from  a benzole  rectification  plant.  Samples  have  been  taken  for  analysis. 

(4)  Refuse  in  streams  has  been  observed  at  Spennymoor,  Ebchester,  Bishop  Auckland, 
Shotley  Bridge,  Ferryhill,  Craghead,  and  Hetton  Bogs.  The  Hetton  Beck  from  Bog  Row,  Hetton, 
to  Dairy  Lane,  has  been  cleaned  out.

Adverse  reports  are  followed  by  inspections  and  conferences  with  the  responsible  ofiicers 
until  a satisfactory  effluent  is  obtained.  The  effluents  from  the  coal  washeries  prove  to  be  difflcult  to 
deal  with.  The  reported  pollutions  of  streams  usually  follow  the  emptpng  of  the  sedimentation  tanks 
or  dams. 


DARLINGTON  COUNTY  BOROUGH. 

(6)  Stressholmes  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — The  Clerk  of  the  Borough  Council  wrote  on 
the  8th  January  referring  to  a letter  of  the  10th  November  last  regarding  the  pollution  of  the  River 
Tees,  and  submitting  the  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  investigations  of  the  Borough  Surveyor 
in  connection  with  alterations  and  suggested  improvements  in  the  method  of  treatment  of  sewage  at 
their  sewage  works. 

“ Resolved — (1)  That  the  Borough  Surveyor  be  instructed  : — 

(a)  To  instal  a chlorinating  plant  at  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

{h)  To  convert  the  old  filter  beds  into  settling  tanks. 

(c)  To  clean  out  the  storage  tank,  and  instal  division  walls  therein  to  facilitate  future 
cleaning. 

(2)  That  the  Town  Clerk  be  instructed  to  inform  the  tenant  that  the  corpora- 
tion require  him  to  comply  with  all  the  terms  of  the  tenancy  agreement.” 


WEST  HARTLEPOOL  COUNTY  BOROUGH  AND  HARTLEPOOL  MUNICIPAL  BOROUGH. 

(7)  Joint  Works  of  Sewerage  : — An  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  2nd  February,  1934,  at  the 
Borough  Buildings,  Hartlepool,  by  Mr.  F.  Gregson  Williams,  M.Inst.C.E.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  into  an  application  by  the  Council  of  the  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool  for  sanction  to  borrow 
the  sum  of  £4,835,  being  one-half  of  the  estimated  cost  of  joint  works  of  sewerage  in  the  Borough  of 
Hartlepool ; whereas  the  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Hartlepool  have  applied  for  sanction  to  borrow 
£4,835,  being  the  other  half  of  the  joint  works  of  sewerage  in  the  Borough  of  Hartlepool.  Mr.  Gregson 
Williams  stated  that  the  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Health  would  be  communicated  in  due  course. 


BISHOP  AUCKLAND  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(8)  Works  of  Sewerage  : — Work  has  commenced  on  each  scheme,  and  good  progress  is 

reported. 

CONSETT  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(9)  Stanifordham  Sewage  Works. — On  the  14th  March  the  Clerk  to  the  District  Council 
wrote  stating  that  his  Council  are  informed  that  the  presence  of  fungus  in  the  River  Derwent  is  almost 
entirely  due  to  the  exceptionally  dry  weather  which  has  prevailed  in  the  last  twelve  months,  and  they 
are  taking  steps  to  extend  the  land  under  irrigation,  as  it  is  possible  that  some  of  the  land  used  at  present 
requires  a rest. 

(10)  CoNSETT  (Crookhall)  Sewage  DISPOSAL  WoRKS. — Good  progress  is  being  made  with 
washing  filtering  media,  removing  silt,  and  refilling  contact  beds. 
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(11)  Howden  Burn  : — The  Clerk  of  the  District  Council  wrote  on  the  14th  March  stating 
that  it  is  true  that  there  was  some  crude  sewage  on  the  banks  of  this  Burn,  but  that  it  was  due  to  a burst 
sewer.  The  banks  of  the  Burn  have  now  been  cleaned. 

CROOK  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(12)  Crook  Gas  Works — Pollution  of  Crook  Beck  : — The  Secretary  of  the  Crook  Gas 
Company  wrote  on  the  19th  March  : “I  am  instructed  to  inform  you  we  are  taking  steps  to  provide 
a new  tar  well,  which  we  expect  will  prevent  any  pollution  in  the  future.  We  also  intend  commencing 
with  the  wall  as  suggested  by  you.  We  sincerely  trust  you  will  have  no  occasion  for  complaint  in  the 
future.” 

(13)  Bankfoot  Chemical  Works — Pollution  of  Crook  Beck  : — The  Manager  of  these 
works  wrote  on  the  8th  March  last : “ The  cast  iron  pipes  necessary  for  conveying  the  runner  to  the 
setthng  wells  are  on  order  and  will  be  received  by  the  end  of  this  week,  and  I estimate  that  by  the  end 
of  a further  week  the  job  will  be  completed.  As  you  are  aware,  we  wish  to  do  all  we  can  to  prevent 
any  pollution  of  the  beck,  and  we  have  already  arranged  that  the  runner  referred  to  will  be  diverted 
from  its  present  course  to  our  settling  wells.” 

HETTON-LE-HOLE  URBAN  AND  HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

(14)  Glege  Sewage  Farm  and  Houghton-le-Spring  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  services  of  a consulting  engineer  to  examine  these  works  and 
submit  a scheme  for  additional  tanks  and  percolating  filters. 

(15)  Pollution  of  the  Hetton  Burn  by  Sewage  from  a Fractured  Outfall  Sewer. — 
The  bed  and  foreshores  of  the  stream  have  been  cleaned  from  Bog  Row,  Hetton-le-Hole,  to  a point 
below  the  Glebe  Sewage  Farm. 

HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(16)  Flint  Mill  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — Good  progress  has  been  made  in  carrying  out 
repairs  to  the  fractured  outfall  sewer  and  the  effluent  is  now  satisfactory. 

RYTON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(17)  Stella  Gut  : — The  Clerk  of  the  District  Council  wrote  on  the  27th  March  : “ The 
matter  mentioned  is  having  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Council.” 

SPENNYMOOR  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(18)  Tudhoe  Mill  Sewage  Disposal  : — The  repairs  to  the  fractured  sewer  have  now  been 
completed.  Owing  to  the  presence  of  tar  and  grit  at  the  sewage  works  after  the  completion  of  these 
repairs  it  is  proposed  to  make  a further  examination  in  order  to  determine  the  source  from  which  these 
polluting  effluents  are  discharged. 

(19)  Low  Grange,  Bishop’s  Close,  and  Red  Lion  Becks  : — Estimates  have  been  submitted 
for  laying  re-inforced  concrete  pipes  and  covering  to  ground  level. 

WHICKHAM  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(20)  Works  of  Sewerage  : — An  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  31st  January,  1934,  at  the  Council 
Offices,  Whickham,  by  Mr.  F.  Gregson  Williams,  M.Inst.C.E.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
into  an  apphcation  by  the  Whickham  Urban  District  Council  for  sanction  to  borrow  £3,966  for  works 
of  sewerage.  The  Minister’s  decision  will  be  forwarded  in  due  course. 

AUCKLAND  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(21)  Escombe  Village  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — Work  has  now  commenced  and  good 
progress  has  been  made. 

(22)  Hunwick  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — New  floors  are  being  laid  in  the  sedimentation

(23)  WiTTON  Gilbert  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — The  work  of  alteration,  renewals,  etc., 
are  nearing  completion. 

(24)  Pelaw  Grange  and  Brown’s  Buildings  Sewer  ; — The  Clerk  of  the  District  Council 
wrote  on  the  3rd  January  that  the  scheme  for  providing  a sewer  from  Pelaw  Grange,  Brown’s  Buildings, 
to  Newtown,  Birtley,  was  started  on  the  6th  November  last,  and  that  good  progress  has  been  made. 


DARLINGTON  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(25)  Dinsdale  Park  School  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — These  works  were  visited  on 
the  15th  March.  Necessary  shght  adjustments  have  been  made  to  the  syphon  in  the  dosing  chamber. 

(26)  Sadberge,  Works  of  Sewerage  : — Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  extension 
of  the  main  outfall  sewer. 

(27)  Blackbanks  Chemical  Works  : — Progress  is  being  made  with  the  settling  tanks  in 
order  to  give  a more  satisfactory  effluent.  When  trade  improves  it  is  intended  to  instal  a more  efflcient 
method  of  treatment. 

(28)  Aycliffe,  Works  of  Sewerage  : — Good  progress  is  being  made  with  the  improvement 
to  the  main  outfall  sewer. 

(29)  Middleton  Hall  Mental  Hospital  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — The  field  drains 
and  the  main  drains  are  receiving  attention,  and  a small  inspection  chamber  has  been  constructed. 
The  contact  beds  have  been  overhauled,  and  it  is  proposed  to  construct  a screening  chamber  and 
sedimentation  tanks.  The  beck  is  now  free  from  pollution  by  sewage  from  these  sewage  works. 

(30)  Blackwell  Sewage  Disposal  Works  ; — These  works  are  efflcient  and  sufficient  to  treat 
the  sewage  for  at  least  twice  the  present  load,  but  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  construction  of 
new  sewage  disposal  works  which  may  be  considered  necessary  to  meet  future  housing  developments 
in  the  area. 


DURHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(31)  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal,  Shadforth  and  Sherburn  : — An 
Inc^uiry  was  held  on  the  8th  March,  1934,  at  the  Co-operative  Hall,  Sherburn  Hill,  by  Mr.  F.  Gregson 
Wilhams,  M.Inst.C.E.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  into  an  application  for  sanction  to  borrow 
the  sum  of  £6,022  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  Contributory  Place  of  Sherburn, 
and  £799  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  Contributory  Place  of  Shadforth.  Mr. 
Gregson  Williams  stated  that  the  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Health  would  be  communicated  in  due  course. 


EASINGTON  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(32)  Murton  Colliery,  Coal  Washer  : — Pit  water  and  boiler  sludging  sedimentation  tanks, 
etc.,  are  to  be  constructed  at  this  colliery  to  deal  with  the  effluents  prior  to  discharge  into  the  Murton 
Beck. 


(33)  Murton  Colliery,  Beckside  Allotment  Gardens  : — The  District  Surveyor  wrote 
on  the  18th  and  31st  January  : “ I have  investigated  the  gullies  at  Green  Street,  Murton,  and  find 
that  they  discharge  at  present  into  the  stream,  therefore  I am  making  arrangements  to  include  the 
cost  of  connecting  these  gullies  to  the  main  outfall  sewer  in  the  next  half-year’s  estimates.” 

(34)  Haswell  Plough  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — These  works  are  now  completed,  and  the 
small  runner  into  which  the  effluent  is  discharged  has  been  cleaned  out. 

(35)  Crimdon  Dene  Sewage  Works  : — A complaint  of  pollution  by  sewage  of  a small  stream 
near  to  Crimdon  Terrace  has  been  investigated.  The  source  of  pollution,  which  was  also  under  con- 
sideration last  year,  has  now  been  removed.  A new  and  more  efficient  sewage  treatment  works  has 
been  constructed  pending  the  laying  of  a main  outfall  sewer  to  the  sea,  which  will  link  up  all  the  drainage 
systems  in  the  Middle  Dene  housing  estate. 
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HARTLEPOOL  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(36)  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal,  Elwick  Village  : — The  Clerk  of  the 
District  Council  wrote  on  the  3rd  March  : “ In  reference  to  the  condition  of  the  Elwick  Beck,  I have  to 
inform  you  that  a filter  bed  has  now  been  constructed  at  the  sewer  discharge  and  arrangements  made 
for  the  filter  bed  to  have  periodical  attention.” 

HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(37)  Sedgeletch  Sewage  Farm  : — The  Clerk  of  the  District  Council  wrote  on  the  24th 
February  that  the  Council  have  already  instructed  consulting  engineers  to  report  upon  a scheme  for 
reconstructing  these  works. 


LANCHESTER  RURAL  DISTRICT.

SEDGEFIELD  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(43)  Sedgefield  and  Winterton  Mental  Hospital,  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  : — Work  in  connection  with  this  scheme  is  now  in  progress. 

(44)  Chilton  and  Windlestone  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — Alterations  and  improvements 
to  the  inlet  and  screening  chamber  are  in  progress  at  the.se  works. 

(45)  Fishburn  Colliery  Coal  Washer  and  By-Product  Work.s — Pollution  of  River 
Skerne  : — These  works  were  inspected  on  the  7th  and  20th  December  last,  and  the  condition  of  the 
effluents  were  reported  as  “ Fair.”  On  the  13th  February,  and  again  on  the  6th  March,  gross  pollution 
was  observed.  The  works  were  again  inspected  on  the  14th  and  the  16th  March,  and  the  condition 
of  the  effluent  was  “ Much  improved.”  The  cause  of  the  pollution  was  due  to  excavations  being  carried 
out  for  the  making  of  concrete  foundations  for  steelwork  pylons,  which  have  been  erected  to  carry  an 
aerial  ropeway  required  in  connection  with  the  working  of  the  colliery.  The  excavations  had  to  be 
carried  out  almost  in  the  centre  of  a coal  slurry  settling  pond,  and  during  this  process  the  effluent  from 
the  coal  washery  was  turned  into  an  “ old  dam,”  which  fractured  and  allowed  a considerable  quantity 
of  coal  slurry  to  enter  a nearby  stream,  which  is  a tributary  of  the  River  Skerne. 

Pending  the  completion  of  a more  satisfactory  process,  temporary  dams  and  setthng  ponds 
have  been  erected,  a workmen  is  engaged  daily  to  adjust  the  weirs  on  these  ponds,  and  to  renew  the 
filtering  media  of  “ wood  wool,”  which  is  inserted  in  the  outlets  when  neces.sary.  The  final  effluent 
is  discharged  into  the  small  runner  approximately  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the  River  Skerne. 

I have  very  recently  inspected  the  settling  ponds  and  the  effluent,  in  my  opinion,  was  “ Fair.” 

The  effluent  from  the  by-product  works  is  treated  in  settling  tanks,  then  pumped  on  to  the 
colliery  heap  and  allowed  to  percolate  through  the  slag,  etc. 

The  effluent  from  the  colliery  is  used  on  the  condenser  plant,  settling  ponds,  etc. 

During  the  past  quarter  I have  made  fifteen  inspections  of  the  River  Skerne  and  its  tribu- 
taries. I have  been  in  communication  and  have  had  interviews  with  the  Works  Manager  of  the  Fish- 
burn  Colliery,  who  is  desirous  of  overcoming  the  cau.se  of  pollution.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


24.  The  Welfare  Medical  Officer  reports  to  me  as  follows  : — 

(1)  WELFARE  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

Sick  Leave. — Dr.  L.  M.  Watt  returned  to  duty  on  the  15th  January.  With  the  approval  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  her  centres  were  attended  by  Drs.  Crosthwaite  and  Patterson. 

Dr.  C.  Anderson  has  been  on  sick  leave  since  the  26th  March,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Deputy  County  Medical  Officer,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  Dr.  M.  Crosthwaite  to  attend  her 
centres. 


Dr.  C.  J.  Thomson  resigned  her  post  as  assistant  welfare  medical  officer  on  the  15th  February. 

Locums. — I should  be  glad  to  have  permission  to  arrange,  with  the  approval  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  for  locums  to  attend  the  centres  during  the  summer  leave  of  the  stalf ; also  a locum,  if  neces- 
sary, to  act  until  such  time  as  the  newly  appointed  assistant  welfare  medical  officer  can  commence 
duty. 


(2)  CENTRES. 

Proposed  Change  of  Programme. — With  the  approval  of  the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer 
I propose  to  arrange  for  Dr.  M.  Bainbridge  to  have  charge  of  the  centres  at  Castletown,  Durham, 
Easington,  Esh  Winning,  Shotton,  and  South  Hylton  ; and  the  newly  appointed  assistant  welfare  medical 
officer  to  attend  the  centres  at  Coxhoe,  Thornley,  Tow  Law,  Spennymoor,  Wheatley  Hill,  Willington, 
and  Witton  Park. 

New  Centre,  Thornley. — The  official  opening  of  this  new  centre  at  the  Institute,  Thornley,  took 
place  on  the  24th  February,  the  first  session  being  held  on  the  6th  March.  Practically  all  the  equip- 
ment for  the  centre  has  been  provided  by  the  voluntary  committee  from  funds  raised  by  them  for  this 
purpose. 

Proposed  New  Premises. — Butterknowle. — I should  be  glad  to  have  permission  to  obtain 
more  suitable  accommodation  for  this  centre.  The  Trustees  are  prepared  to  grant  the  use  of  the  Wesleyan 
Schoolroom,  together  with  the  vestry  and  kitchen,  as  welfare  premises.  This  building  is  centrally  heated, 
while,  in  addition,  there  are  fires  in  the  consulting  room  and  in  the  hall.  The  remuneration  for  heating, 
lighting,  and  caretaking  to  be  £9  per  annum,  which  sum  will  include  the  use  of  the  vestry  once  a month 
for  a voluntary  committee  meeting. 

Haverton  Hill. — For  some  time  past,  especially  since  the  closing  of  a voluntary  centre  at  Port 
Clarence,  the  present  premises  have  been  inadequate.  New  premises  can  be  obtained  at  the  Wesleyan 
Church,  Hope  Street.  The  accommodation  consists  of  a large  hall,  two  rooms,  and  kitchen  ; while 
there  is  central  heating  and  fires  in  addition  in  two  rooms.  The  remuneration  for  lighting,  heating, 
and  caretaking  to  be  17/6  per  week  for  one  day  per  week.  For  this  sum  the  voluntary  committee  would 
be  allowed  the  use  of  one  room  for  their  committee  meetings,  and  the  occasional  use  of  the  premises  for 
welfare  purposes.  I should  be  glad  if  permission  could  be  given  to  remove  to  these  premises  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Shildon. — More  suitable  premises  for  this  centre  can  be  obtained  at  the  Wesleyan  Schoolroom, 
Soho  Street,  Shildon.  The  building  consists  of  a large  hall,  two  large  and  four  small  rooms,  kitchen, 
and  ample  lavatory  accommodation.  The  building  is  centrally  heated,  and  in  addition,  there  are  fires 
in  the  two  large  rooms.  The  remuneration  in  respect  of  lighting,  heating,  and  cleaning  to  be  at  the 
rate  of  £65  per  annum.
